FINAL SUMMONS 


Confederate Commander Dies 
Peaceful at Home 


Military Funeral Will Be Held, 
in Memphis, Probably Sun- | 
day---Intense Heat Hastened 
End, Which Occurred at 4 
P. M.---Sketch of Life.

Memphis, Tenn., August 9.—George’ 
W. Gordon, soldier, lawyer and states- 
man, is dead. 

Worn by an illness dating from his’ 
last political campaign, when he was! 
re-elected to the national house of rep- 
resentatives, the last general of the 
Confederacy to serve in that body, 
answered the summons to join the in- 
Visible majority here today. 

Funeral arrangements have not been/ 
announced, but the obseqpies will> be, 
it is expected, of a military character, 
and the body will be laid to rest in 
this city, probably Sunday. 

Weakened by the heat of the past 
twenty-four hours and his feeble frame 
wasted by the ravages of a slow ill- 
ness, the light of General Gordon's 
life grew dimmer hourly today. When, 
following a restless night, he woke 
from fitful sleep in the early morning 
hours, the loving watchers at his side 
saw that the end was but a question 
of hours, perhaps minutes. As the end 
approached, peace seemed to envelope 
his face, for he smiled as with com- 
forting words he bade relatives adieu. 


e died at 4 o’clock this afternoon. 
At the bedside of General Gordon 
when he died were his wife and other 


General Gordon’s Career. 

George Washington Gordon was born 
in Giles county, Tennessee, October 
5, 1836. In his early boyhood his par- 
ents removed to Texas, and later to 
Mississippi, but as a youth, he return- 
ed to Tennessee and entered the West- 
ern Military academy, from which he 
was graduated in 1859. His first ac- 
tivity was as a civil engineer. 

At the outbreak of the civil war, 
General Gordon enlisted as drill master 
of the Eleventh Tennessee infantry, C. 
S. A. Within a few weeks he was 
made a captain and was later promoted 
to a Meutenant-oolonel’s rank, and in 
abdut a year, was commissioned colo- 
nel. In 1864 he was named brigadier 
general, He participated with distinc- 
tion in a number of engagements, and 
et one time was, taken’ prisoner, but 
was exchanged in ten days. 

At the close of the war General Gor- 
don studied and practiced law, becom- 
ing attorney.general of Shelby county. 
In 1883 he was appointed a member of 
the Tennessee railroad commission, and 
in 1885, an attache of the federal de- 
partment of the interior, serving four 
years in the Indian country. At the 
énd of Grover Cleveland’s first presi- 
dential] term, he returned to Memphis 
and resumed the practice of law. In 
1892 he was elected superintendent of 
the Memphis public schools. He was 
elected a member of the sixtieth con- 
gress from the Tenth Tennessee dis- 
trict, and re-elected to the Sixty-first 
and Sixty-second congresses. He was 
the only Confederate general numbered 
in the present congress. 

Chosen Commander-ia-Chief. 

General Gordon was chosen com- 
mander-in-chief of the United Confed- 
erate Veterans at the reunion of 1910, 
at Mobile, Ala. He was re-elected to 
that position at the 1911 reunion at 
Little Rock, Ark., last May. 

General Gordon was credited with 
having been one of the organizers of 


ku-klux klan in Tennessee. 
Immediately following the close of 
his last political campaign, General 
Gordon's health began to fail. Asthma 
in severe form developed. Notwith- 
standing the poor state of his health, 
he attended the sessions of congress 
and his vigor was partiagliy restored. 
Just befere the Little Rock reunion he 
suffered an attack of ptomaine pois- 
oning, and against the advice of phy- 


sicians and th ewishes of relatives, in-' 


sisted on attending the reunion. While 
in Little Rock he became very weak 
and took but small part in the reunion 


Several weeks ago Geenral Gordon 
went to a northern health resort, but 
failed to be beenfited thereby and re- 
turned to Tennessee. He spent sv-. 
eral days in the country, but his 
health did not improve, and he was 
brought to Memphis last Monday. 
Uraemia developed, and in his weak- 
ened condition he could not withstand 


the added complication.

Mrs. Lyra May Bishop, 16

Foul play is suspected in the disap- 
pearance of pretty Mrs. Lyra May 
Bishop, 16 years old, who has been 
missing from the home of her mother, 
Mrs. Pierce, three miles southeast of 
Decatur, for ove? two weeks. Sus- 
picious actions on the part of-her hus- 
band, EB. 8. Bishop, 30 years old, a so- 
licitor for the Atlanta Telephone Com- 
pany, yesterday caused his arrest by 
Chief of Detectives Lanford. He Is 
held for investigation. 

Mrs. Bishop was last seen on White- 
hall street the afternoon of July 22. 
She had an appointment with her hus- 
band at that time, but he claims that 
hé did not meet her then. When she 
failed to return home he attempted 
to quiet his mother-in-law’s fears, and 
is said ‘to have made excuses: which 
reflected on his wife’s character. 

When she had been gone about a 
week, Bishop pretended to have discov- 
ered between the mattresses on his 
wife’s bed a slip of paper bearing the 
address ofa well-known Atlanta law- 
yer, and he declared that he believed 
his wife had gone to this man. On Au- 
gust 4 he went to the lawyer's office 
and consulted him about a mythical 
suit, in order to obtain a specimen of 
the lawyer’s handwriting, which tal- 
lied with the writing on the slip of pa- 
per.

Some 
distance away was a partially packed 
grip, and friends of Mr. Watson, re- 
fusing to accept the idea of suicide, 
think that the pistol exploded when 
taken from the grip. 

The dead man was last seen by a 
negro cook late Tuesday afternoon, 
when she carried him something to 
eat. He was supposed to be sleeping 
at dinner and was not awakened. Mr. 
Carlton and H. Wright were in the 
apartment during the evening, but 
neither heard any pistol shot, nor did 
they awake Mr. Watson.

AW 1S PASSED 


State Game Commissioner Will 
Get $2,000 Salary, 


He Will Have General Super- 
vision of the Game Laws. 
It Is Made Unlawful to Set 
Traps, Snares or Other Like 


Devices. 


In a fifty-minute extended session 
the house passed the Wimberly game 
bill yesterday aftdérnoon virtually as it 
came from fhe committee. If it gets 
through the senate ang is approved by 
the governor it will be among the most 
stringent laws on the subject prevail- 
ing in the south. 

It provides for the creation of the 
office of state game commissioner, 
whose salary willbe $2,000 a year and 
who will have general supervision of 
the enforcement of the laws protect- 
ing fish and game He will be ap- 
pointed by the governor and in turn 
will name a game warden for each 
county of the state. The department 
will be supported by fees paiq for 
hunting licenses. These will cost $1 
for a county or $3 for the entire state. 
Non-residents $16. 

It is set forth that no person shall 
hunt or fish on the premises of an- 
other without written permission, but 
renters may hunt on the land rented. 

Game Birds Included. 

Game birds and animals included in 
the terms of the bill are quail, doves, 
snipes, woodcocks, curlews, wild tur- 
keys, grouse, pheasants, deer, squirrels 
and foxes. 

It is made a misdemeanor to sell or 
offer for sale any game birds or ani- 
mals in this state, or to ship same 
from the state for the purpose of sale. 

The quail season is fixed fram De- 
cember 1 to March 1, woodcock the 
same, deer, fox, squirrels and gray 
squirrels from October 1 to January 1. 
It is made unlawful to bait any birds 
or animals. 

No person shall be allowed to kill 
more than three male deer or more 
than three turkey gobblers during any 
season; no more than twenty-five 
game birds of a single species in one 
day, except snipe or doves, of which 
forty may be killed.

It is also made a crime to destroy 
the nests of other birds. 

The committee recommended that 

the game season be made from Novem- 
ber 1 to February 1, but this was 
fought successfully by Mr. Hardeman, 
of Jefferson. 
{ Mr. Hall, of Bibb, prevented the 
adoption of an amendment making it 
unlawful to charge for any meal at 
which game birds or animals are 
served. He said this would prevent 
the serving of imported game by res- 
taurants and hotels. 

In urging the adoption of the bill, 
Mr. Wimberly said he wag more in- 
terested in preserving bird-life than 
in protecting the sport of hunting. He 
said it was an economy of thousands, 
for the birds saved fortunes for the 
farmers by destroying insécts. 

Asked by Mr. Alexander, of DeKalb, 
if he didn’t think it best to prohibit all 
hunting for a term of years, he said he 
did; but that to enforce a law money 
had to be obtained, and this could 
be doneonly by selling hunting licen- 
ses, which would not be purchased if 
hunting was prohibited.

Areement on Reapportion- 
ment ls Reached at Last 


Plan Makes Third in Reality 
the New  District--Twelfth 


Made Almost Entirely of 
Counties Now in the. Third. 
Wohlwender Opposes Plan. 


After several days and nights of 
hard laber, the house committee on 
reapportionment reached an agreement 
yesterday on the bill redistricting the 
state so as to provide for the creation 
of a new twelfth congressional dis- 
trict. 

Mr. Hall, chairman of the committee, 
submitted the report to the house 
Wednesday. An effort will be made to 
have the rules committee set the Dill 
as a special order, following the ap- 
propriations bill. 

Mr. Wohlwender, of Musoogee, wae 
the only member of the committee to 
express disapproval of the measure. 
He is not satisfied with the proposed 
arrangement of his district, the Fourth, 
and will file a minority report and 
fight it in the house. 

Third is New District. 

According to the arrangement pro- 
posed by the committee, the third con- 
gressional district is in reality the new 
district, as the twelfth district is 
made up almost entirely of the coun- 
ties now composing the third. Con- 
gressman Hughes, of the third district, 
is transferre to the twelfth, thus 
leaving the third district without a 
representaive. 

The reapportionment bill as recom- 
mended by the committee, is a substi- 
tute for the measure originally pro- 
posed by Mr. Anderson, of Chatham. 

Mr. Anderson has worked harder 
than any other one man in the rear- 
rangement of the districts, and has la- 
bored far into the night trying to pre- 
pare a combinaion that would satis- 
fy the greatest number of those inter- 
ested. He has been remarkably suo- 
cessful in his efforts and was given @ 
rising vote of thanks by the committee 
for his services.

CHARGED TO BEST 


Coroner’s Jury Finds Killing! 
Was Murder---Grarid Jury : 
to Investigate. 


Athens, Ga., August 9.—(Special.)— 
Floyd Stephens, who was shot at an 
early hour Sunday morning by R. A. 
Best at a boa¥ding house near the 
Southern Manufacturing Companys 
mill, died yesterday and was buried 
this afternoon at Princeton factory. 
Best is in jail and states that the 
shooting was accidental, and that he 
regrets the act. 

A coroner's jury was empaneled last 
night and after examining the body, 
the scene of the shooting and a num- 
ber of witnesses, found that Stephens 
came to kis death from a gunshot 
wound: that the gun was in the hands 
of one R. A. Best, and that the kill- 
ing was murder.

Tifton, Ga., August 9.—(Special)—A 
mass meeting of the citizens of Tifton 
was held in the courthouse today at 
noon to discuss the change of Tift 
county from the second to the eleventh 
congressional district as proposed by 
the bill now before the legislature.

-CAN’T WE GET AWAY FROM WHITEWASH? 

Charges have been made involving the operations of the de- 
tective department, an adjunct of the police system. Of the basis 
or justification for these, The Constitution knows nothing. But it 
does know that in response to a resolution offered by Mayor Winn 
and adopted by the board, providing for “a rigid and searching in- 
vestigation” of these charges, an effort was made to have the inves- 
tigation conducted by the entire board; and that that effort was not 
oe, defeated but that the chairman of the board failed to appoint 
on the committee of investigation one single member whose voice 
had been raised in support of the amendment which sought to 
make it thorough. 

The investigating committee was made up by appointments of 
the. chairman, of five members who are, too evidently, ready to give 
the detective department a clean bill of health without even a per- 
functory inquiry. 

_Atlanta has had enough, more than enough, investigations of 
this sort; and one forceful and compelling reason for the adoption 
at this time of a new and a businesslike charter, is the every ready 
presence of the whitewash brush under the old system. : 

Conceding to the utmost limit the rights and privileges of the 
majority, the appointment of such a committee in any well-con- 
ducted deliberative body and one which hopes to retain the public 
respect, would have involved the naming of two members out of 
five from the minority, from among those who insist that there is 
ground for the charges made and who are entitled to the opportu- 


nity sought to demonstrate the correctness of them, if they can 


wy 
do so. 


What sort of an investigation can be conducted by a committee 
all of whose members go into the court room with the words “Not 
guilty” almost upon their lips before they have heard the evidence? 

A vindication which proceeds from an investigation of this 
sort is worse than no vindication at all, for it is subject to a criti- 
cism it cannot escape and strengthens whatever belief may already 
exist of a “rottenness in Denmark,” that is sought to be covered up. 

Not only was the minority of the board, which insists there is 
something in these charges and has ideas of its own as to how the 
investigation should be conducted, entitled to consideration, but 
there is another party, the people of Atlanta, whom the police 
board and its creation, the detective department, are supposed to 
serve, that has some small interest in the matter. 

Better call the whole investigation off at once, than proceed 
with it in charge of a committee whose verdict is known in ad- 
vance. Neither the department nor the public can be the gainer 


by it. 

Maybe the charges are not well founded; all the more reason 
why someone interested in going to the very bottom of them 
should have a hand in the inquiry. Vindication in that event would 
rest on substance instead of shadow; on inherent cleanliness in- 


stead of whitewash. 
Happily the days of the whitewash investigation in Atlanta are 


almost over. But it is, nevertheless, unfortunate that in the political 
death throes of the old regime it cannot get away from the devious 
methods that are bringing about its own destruction. 


THE SAME EVERYWHERE! 


There is nothing of the unique or unusual in Atlanta’s efforts, 
now about to become successful, toward effective and businesslike 
charter revision. 

The wail and the protest of the potboiling politician against 
such revision is as inevitable as the day of judgment. Such is the 
history of all modern movements toward substantial municipal gov- 
ernment. 

A striking example in point, that of Spokane, Wash., is so like 
the experience through which Atlanta is now going, that it will be 
of commanding interest. 

In 1909 Mayor N. S. Pratt, of Spokane, declared the failure of 
the existing form of municipal government and appointed a com- 
mittee of seventeen citizens to investigate and report upon “the 
general plan and outline of an advisory charter of the commission 
type.” When this committee, after careful study, made the report, 
it was transmitted by the mayor to the city council with the rec- 
ommendation that council appoint a special election to choose a 
board of freeholders to frame a proposed charter for the city. 

Spokane’s city council, of course, refused to comply. A peti- 
tion of citizens urging council to call this election, met the same 
fate; that body ignored it and would not act. And finally, only by 
mandamus, sanctioned by the supreme court of the state, was coun- 
cil compelled to act and fix the date of the election for September 
27, IQIO. 

In a word, Spokane thus secured its commission charter in 
spite of council, though not until after the document as adopted was 
attacked in court and pronounced valid and binding by the highest 
judicial authority in the state. The first election under it was held 
March 7, 1911, and the city’s new municipal government is now 
working smoothly and serenely, despite the efforts of a few politi- 
cians who used every known means at their command to defeat it. 

It is the same the world over whenever and wherever the at- 
tempt is made to elevate public administration above the lower 
planes of politics and to make the people’s business as systematic, 
thorough and effective as that of the well-conducted corporation. 

It is, in its last analysis, the craving for the flesh-pots ! 

Atlanta has taken steps to rid its municipal administration of 
this evil just as did Spokane, and success is already in sight, await- 
ing only formal legislative action. 

Backed by a united public sentiment to which the only dissent 
is that of the few politicians, the compromise charter will bring At- 
lantans together as never before, with no possible obstacle left in 
the way of a sure and rapid municipal progress. 

Fulton’s senator and representatives have done their duty well, 
so far as it has gone; and they may proceed to its completion with 
the unquestioned assurance of a practically unanimous public ap- 
proval.

NEEDS OF GEORGIA TECH. 


Georgia’s general assembly must take cognizance of the fact 
that the state is growing and growing rapidly. Each year the de- 
mand upon its institutions increases, and if they are effectively to 
serve the purposes for which they were created, gradually increased 
appropriations have got to be made to meet their needs. 

The Georgia School of Technology is asking from the legisla- 
ture this year an increase of $x2,500 for its maintenance fund, not

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dred additional students who have sought its instruction within the 
last two years. 

Increased enrollment of more than foo students necessitates 
an added expense of something like $5,000 for instructors alone. 
Growth of the upper classes calls for added equipment to take care 
of their instruction, involving not less than $300. Equipment of 
new buildings costing approximately $145,000, of which the state 
has had to pay only $35,000, is essential before they can become use- 
ful; not to speak of the necessity for certain salary increases, if 
Tech is to retain some of its most valuable professors, for they will 
not continue indefinitely to remain with a technical school whose sal- 
aries are lower than those of any similar institution in the country. 

These are the important and compelling reasons which has led 
Tech’s trustees to ask the legislature for an addition of $12,500 to 
its maintenance fund, a sum into which the trustees will have to 
inject no small amount of elasticity to make it sufficiently cover the 
situation. 

__ Tech’s trustees have been more than moderate in their request. 
Other almost equally vital needs have been allowed to wait, because 
these are most pressing. 

If the state would keep abreast of the times, it must see to it 
that its institutions measure up. They cannot do it without sup- 
port to meet essential demands. 

There is no higher educational institution that has been of more 
value to Georgia than its school of technology, and shortsighted- 
ness should play no part in the state’s dealings with it. 


JOHN W. GATES, 


Even had he been a figure of that commanding eminence whose 
taking off might produce convulsions in the financial market, the ap- 
proaching dissolution of John W. Gates was too long apparent for 
ee in Paris Wednesday to create a material ripple upon the 
surface. 

Gates was a great gambler rather than a great financier. A 
man of unquestioned genius, of constructive genius which might 
have been turned to substantial account with different tempera- 
ment, he preferred first and foremost the element of chance, taking 
good care to see that the odds were in his favor. 

He played the game not with cards or dice or roulette wheel, 
though these were his occasional pastime; but he pitted his wits 
against those of others for stakes that were great corporations. He 
got the better of Pierpont Morgan in the Louisville and Nashville 
deal, not because he was an abler financier, but because he was the 
better gambler. To him the world was simply one gigantic “gam- 
bling joint,” where winnings went to shrewdness. Gates played 
the game shrewdly and with the gambler’s caution, his eye always 
upon the percentage that forestalls losses. He played, dnd won, 
won in stakes of seven or eight figures. Again he lost, and his 
latter years were devoted to recouping losses that had eaten into 
his multi-millions. 

Gates was the ideal gambler, the pinnacled, pedestaled type; and 
if attainment of supremacy in chosen calling, whatever it may be, 
is the test, then Gates has well won his laurel wreath along with 
his millions.

The bill has been introduced in the 
house, and already the senate has 
passed a bill allowing Confederate 
veterans to ride on passes. A bill to 
allow railroads to exchange free passes 
for advertisements in weekly news- 
papers has been introduced and will 
soon be placed upon its passage. 

Judge Hart's conservation bill, in- 
cluding in it provision against the in- 
discriminate shooting and trapping of 
game birds, approved by the Georgia 
Conservative Congress, and sponsored 
by Senators Copelan and Davis, was 
passed by the vote of 27 to Il. 

Senator Shaw’s substitute for the bill, 
which entirely prohibited the shooting 
of birds in Georgia for a period of 
three years was killed by a vote of 
32 to 7. 

The bill passed establishes a state 
department of conservation, composed 
of the governor, the state geologist, 
the commissioner of agriculture, the 
state entomologist and the state con- 
servationist, which office is created by 
the bill. This board will have power 
over the state lands, unnavigable water 
courses and forests. 

The state commissioner of conserva- 
tion will receive a salary of $3,000 per 
annum and an annual traveling fund 
of $1,000. This money will come from 
the licenses imposed upon hunters— 
$1 for a county license and $3 for a 
state license.

Two of the Negro 
Suspects. 


Two alleged Jack the Rippers were 
indicted yesterday by the grand jury, 
one of them being an entirely new sus- 
pect, named John Daniel, and the other 
being Henry Huff, whose name has 
been connected for some time with the 
series of murders of negro women. 


Dantel and Huff were both charged 
with murder, and as the similarity of 
the crimes were marked, the grand 
jury felt that it might properly be con- 
sidered as the Jack the Ripper case. 
The oase of Todd Henderson, another 
suspect, was not taken up Wednesday, 
but a large number of bills were re- 
turned for burglary and minor offenses. 
Only two murder true bills were made 
out, though another case was consid- 
ered in connection with the Daniel ne- 
gro’s. It appeared that a second one 
was mixed up in the Daniel mystery, 
but sufficient evidence to support a 
true bill was not brought forward. 

The jury made’ out twenty-two in- 
dictments, and completed the work of 
organization. 

Thuraday they will meet again to 
take up other cases, and as far as 
possible the suspects in the jail will 
be considered in order to make ready 
fot the opening of the criminal court, 
Monday, August 21.

RECIPES FOR 


SUMMER 

Black Mange—One pint of milk, 4 
level tablespoonfuls of sugar; 6 level 
tablespoonfuls of cornstarch, 1 tea- 
spoonful of vanilla extract, 1 round- 
ing, tables@®oonful of chocolate or co- 
coa. | 

Economical, easy and delicious is 
the blanc mange made after this 
recipe. Put the sugar into the scalded 
milk and stil until dissolved. Moisten 
the cornstarch with a little water or 
milk and add to the scalding milk, 
stirring swiftly to prevent lumping. 
When amggbny jp mixed put in a dou- 
bit boiler and let boil for fifteen min- 
utes, then add the vanilla and beat un- 
til smooth. Now place a portion of the 
mixture in jelly tumblers which have 
been wet with cold water and not 
dried, using half the mixture; then 
add the chocolate to the remainder of 
the mixture, dfter making a stiff paste 
of it by melting with a little water; 
set on the stove for a moment and stir 
all the time. Then place the chocolate 
mixture aver the white in the tumblers 
and get away to cool. When ready 
to serve a touch will make the blanc 
mange clip out in a pretty shape. This 
will be enough to serve six persons. 


Chocolate Trifle—Thinly sliced 
sponge cakes; chocolate wafers; fruit 
juice; eggs; milk; sugar; flavoring 
preserved cherries; chopped walnuts. 

Place alternate layers of thinly slic- 
ed sponge cakes and chocolate wafers 
in a deep glass dish. Pour over this 
just enough fruit juice to soak the 
cakes. Make a custard of one beaten 
egg to each pint of milk, Stir con- 
stantly over a slow fire until the cus- 
tard thickens. It must not boil. When 
cool sweeten and flavor to taste and 
pour over the cakes. Garnish plenti- 
fully with preserved cherries and chop- 


ped walnuts. Place it on ice until you 
are ready to serve it.

Market to Rally. 


New York, August ¢._ Yesterday's 
big break in the cotton market was 
followed by a substantial rally dur- 
ing today’s trading, as a.result of 
covering and a renewal of bull sup- 
port, accompanied by less favorable 
crop advices from the south. The 
close was very steady at a net decline 
of 4 points on August, but from 22 to 
23 points net higher on later months. 

The market opened steady at a de- 
cline of 15 points on August and un- 
changed to 2 points lower on later 
months, which was considerably better 
than due on the cables. Sellers of 
yesterday, who had anticipated a 
Weak Liverpoo! market as a result of 
the English railroad strike, appeared 
to be covering at the oot erect | price, 
and the market soon developed a de- 
Gidedly better tone. 

Crop advices were conflicting, but 
reports of deterioration through high 
temperatures, hot winds and insect 
ravages, seemed to be on the increase. 
Leading trade interests, as well as the 
bulls, were believed to be buyers, and 
the market worked steadily upward 
until new crop deliveries reached 11% 
At this level, offerings became little 
heavier, and there were reactions of 
6@7 points, but bulls again came to 
the support of the market. The de- 
talled weather report showed high 
temperature, the afternoon brought 
many reports of deterioration from 
Texas, the Mississippi valiey and sec- 
tions tn the eastern belt, and the mar- 
ket later sold up to a net advance of 
24 to 25 points on active new crop 
months. August was relatively quiet 
and easy during the emtire day, but 
new crop months clowed within 2 or 
3 points of the best. 

Private cables from Liverpool rfre- 
ported that some of the Manchester 
mills are closing down, as a result of 
the strike, but the feeling in the local 
market appeared to be that this might 
prove nO more than a temporary in- 
fluence and genera! sentiment seemed 
to be very much unsettled. Many fa- 
vorable crop advices continued to come 
in, but the reports of damage were 
more general and seemed to be mak- 
ing considerable impression on senti- 
ment in connection with the talk of a 
big demand from trade sources and 
of a large short interest.

That the railway companies 
will meet the issue without hesitation 
was gathered today from the head 
of one of the largest railroad systems 
in the country. 

Other news of the day included an- 
nouncement that the tohison ro 
purposes to issue $100,000,000 of com- 
mon stock, and some more convertibie 
bonds, The stock, it is said, is not 
intended for immediate use, but rather 
as an emergency measure. Should the 
company engage in any new financin 
this yearit will probably do so throug 
the medium of some of its bonds, a 
large amount of which is available for 
this purpose. 

The market fell into apathy during 
the early afternoon when prices de- 
clined to yesterday’s low leved and in 
some instances below, more from in- 
ertia than from any other cause, 

Returns of the crop report were, in 
some respects, more disappointing than 
was expected and their publication was 
followed by another raid on the mar- 
ket which sent Union Pacific under 
yesterday with sharp declines in the 
Spe 2 carriers. The decline Was or- 

erly at first, with little indication 
of bear propulsion, but in the last 
few minutes, the selling gathered such 
huge proportions that prices crumbled 
away to the lowest level of the pres- 
ent movement. There were faint rallies 
which failed to arrest the fall to any 
appreciable extent and the closing was 
extremely weak, with the short inter- 
est in complete control of the situa- 
tion. 

Americans were heavy in London 
and London’s own markets were not 
unlike our own in their weakness, 
the labor situation in that country 
being responsible for further declines 
in home rails.
